The People’s Best Interest 


There’s been a lot of talk about a special election to 
fill the House seat vacated by Frank Giles of Methuen - 
but thus far there has been no action towards calling the 
election. 

This step must be taken by the speaker of the House, 
and proper dates must be set, allowing possible can- 
didates enough time to take out papers for the special 
primary that must precede the election. 

The scramble to announce candidacies has almost over- 
shadowed the possibility that the special election might 
not be called at all - that the seat might be left open until 
the regular election in November, 1962. 

Some observers believe this would be a better course of 
action, on two grounds: 

A special primary and election is costly to the four 
communities involved. 

A sucessful candidate in a special primary and election 
many times is actually a minority candidate - the man who 
has the best organizational ability within his party, to 
get out a strong block of votes. Sometimes, it is said, 
such a candidate would not make the grade, if he ran in 
the regular primary and election, when the vote is heavier. 

While this latter reason is an indictment of those who 
fail to cast their ballots in all elections, it is also a fact. 
So few party members bother to vote in a special primary 
that a man with strong organization can be nominated with 
only a minority support. 

We don’t necessarily subscribe to the two 
cited - but they do give us reason to think a little about 


reasons 


the subject. 

The Republicans may feel that it is essential to hold 
the primary and election, so that Gov. Volpe can have all 
possible support in the Democratically-controlled Leg- 
islature. 

Democrats probably are hopeful that they can elect an- 
other candidate, to add to the majority in the House. 

But will all of the people be best served in the process? 

That’s the overriding question; the question that should 
receive prime consideration by the speaker of the House 
before he takes action. 


Scepticism Is Prevalent 


Since the release last week of the town-wide survey 
results, it has been interesting to note the scepticism 
with which the conclusions have been received in some 
quarters. 

As far as we know, the survey was distributed accord- 
ing to the formula announced by the League of Women 
Voters - one questionnaire to every third home, taken from 
the 1960 street list. About half of those receiving the 
document answered it. 

Statisticians claim that the results offer a fairly ac- 
curate picture of what the entire town thinks. 

And unless there is compelling evidence to the con- 
trary, we think the results can be used as a guide when 
considering what the townspeople think about a specific 
subject. 

We mention the sceptical attitude which greeted the re- 
port because it seems so symptomatic of the times. 

It isn’t just the survey that gets this tongue-in-cheek 
reception; almost everything that is done by public of- 
ficials, boards or semi-public organizations is treated the 
same way. Many people hunt for underlying motives, never 
accepting the possibility that some specific deed or state- 
ment may be taken at face value. 

It seems to us that the word 
style with many people - they look for devious reasons 


‘trust’? has gone out of 


for every action. 

We'd prefer, for our own part, to accept other folks’ 
statements and actions at face value, unless it can be 
shown that there is actually some reason to do otherwise. 


Kmergency System Needed

This is not the fault of the Telephone Co., nor of local 
officials.
